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HE unveiling of a medium ro ket 
T missile at the Moscow military show 
yesterday came with little surprise to the 
world. It has been obvious for some time 
that Russia would seek to match 
the United step for step and 
weap for weapon in an age when no 
scientific knowledge can remain exclusive 
In_rocketry the Russians had a flying 
start when they took over the captured 
Nazi bases and presumably many of their 
personnel. What this disclosure 
to bring out into the open the fact that 
both nations cl on the road 
towards developed inter-continental 
missile could carry an atomic 
warhead 

Since the latent potential was already 
there, it is better that this turn of events 
has been brought out into the open, where 
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What is disturbing about the Soviet 
Russian advance with rocketry is that it 
has pretty well demonstrated. If 
anything, they seem to be ahead of the 
United States in the development of 
pocket fuel If there is such a disability 
it will unquestionably be eliminated now 
Followed to its conclusion, such a state 
of affairs could end in the capacity for 
human destruction not merely — being 
mutual, but multilateral among a widen- 
ing list of countries. Under such condi- 
tions would any nation dare to aim the 
first blow? In the long run, paradoxical 
as it appears, all “frightfulness” defeats 
itself 

Politically, for its propaganda value, 
the unveiling of a Soviet medium range 
missile may be a greater embarrassment 
to the West than the fact itself. The 
circumstance, however, could also 
account for Mr. Khrushchev's altered 
and somewhat moderated tone. Without 
fear of attack by means it once did not 
possess, Soviet Russia may in fact prove 
more willing to listen to reason than the 
political fulminations of the past seemed 
to imply Nothing in these would 
justify the West in letting down its guard 
against surprise or bad faith
